On April 16th 1916, nine veterans 
who were early arrivals home from the 
fighting still being waged in France, 
met together in the Grange Hotel on 
Lombard Avenue. This meeting resulted 
in the formation a few months later of 
the first branch of the Great War 
Veterans Association, being formed in 
Canada. Among the nine pioneers of 
Canada’s First War Veterans move¬ 
ment, were two Life Members of Valour 
Road Branch, namely, J. W. (Jimmy) 
Vaughan who served with the Princess 
Pats, and whose name appears on the 
original Charter of the G.W.V.A. and 
H. C. (Henry) Hall, who served with 
the 10th Canadian Infantry Battalion. 

Valour Road salutes these two mem¬ 
bers on this, their 50th Anniversary in

The photographs of the twenty five 
men who held senior office in the branch 
are displayed in order of precedence 
on the wall outside the two doors lead¬ 
ing into the assembly hall, on the sec¬ 
ond floor. Full credit and tribute should 
be paid ot the late Comrade George 
Cole as being responsible for the branch 
having a complete pictorial record of all 
its past presidents, for while in office 
he had the foresight to obtain the photo¬ 
graphs of the twelve men who had pre¬ 
ceded him as president. 

The photographs, all a standard size, 
were mounted, inscribed with name and 
year of office, and after being framed, 
arranged on the wall by Comrade Wal¬ 
ter Marat, M.M. Working with Com¬ 
rade Marat is Comrade Jim Haddow 
who has the sad duty of placing a small 
poppy on the lower right hand corner 
of the photograph of deceased past 
presidents. 

Who were these men who guided the 
branch in the pre-Second World War 
years, the war years, the post war years, 
and could add, the Cold War years? 
We are proud and fortunate in having 
a unique memorial to them in our pic- 
toral record, but apart from the know¬ 
ledge that they held office during the 
years inscribed below their photo¬ 



graphs, little or nothing is known, 
especially by our younger members, 
regarding our senior past presidents, 
what branch of the service or what unit 
were they connected with and their 
occupation in civil life. 

With the objective in mind of inform¬ 
ing members of the events and achieve¬ 
ment attained during the terms of 
office of our twenty-five past presidents, 
a series of articles will appear, not as 
a biography, but rather a summary of 
each of these means achievements. 

Many of these concerned, after serv¬ 
ing in the chair became active in higher 
than branch level activities in the 
Legion. Same held office and received 
honors and awards from District and 
Provincial Commands. After much 
thought and consideration, it was deci¬ 
ded only to record their activities and 
honours and awards they received for 
their services at branch level, with the 
following exceptions: The Canadian 
Legion War Services Inc., the Canadian 
Legion War Service Artists (The Branch 
Concert Party, augmented by other 
artists and operating under a new name) 
and the Valour Road Legion Community 
Centre Ltd. Ten past presidents, now 
deceased, whose photographs are graced 
with a poppy are marked with an 
asterisk.*

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VALOUR ROAD'S FIRST PRESIDENT 

W. E. C. Hurlburt* 1932-1933 


When Bill Hurlburt was elected presi¬ 
dent at a meeting held in the club rooms 
of The Imperial Veterans in Canada, 
then located at 183 McDermot Avenue, 
it was not as president of a Legion 
branch, but of a group of 13 veterans 
of which two were women, who had met 
on the evening of September 13th, 1932 
with the objective of forming a Legion 
branch in the westend of the city. He 
had served in the Lord Strathcona Horse 
as a trooper, and apart from holding 
membership in Deer Lodge Branch, he 
had no previous executive or committee 
Legion experience, but did have much 
experience in other organizations. Em¬ 
ployed in the advertising department of 
the T. Eaton Company, he was the 
editor of “Contacts”, the company staff 
magazine. 

Before adjournment the group arrived 
at the decision that a branch be formed 
and a charter applied for. The name 
suggested was “Assiniboine Memorial” 
but at a meeting held three weeks later 
it was changed to Valour Road Memor¬ 
ial. Much was accomplished in organiz¬ 
ing and attracting new members during 
the three months before a charter was 
granted. A special meeting was held 
at the Canadian National Institute of 
the Blind on the evening of December 
12th, 1932, and the late Major General 
H. D. B. Ketchen, C.B., C.M.G., (the 
father of Comrade A. C. Ketchen) pre¬ 
sented the charter to the Valour Road 
Memorial Branch, Manitoba and N. W. 
Ontario No. 101. The first annual meet¬ 
ing and election of officers held on 
March 16th, 1933 returned Bill Hurl¬ 


burt as president and he held office 
until December of that year. 

The events and achievements during 
Bill Hurlburt’s term were as follows: 
The formation of the branch, the first 
church parade followed by the annual 
ceremony at the Bronze Tablet on the 
corner of Valour Road and Portage 
Avenue, and the adoption and wearing 
a distinctive Legion wedge cap (The 
first branch in Winnipeg to do so). 

Finance was a problem in 1932 and 
’33, and an effrot to obtain funds from 
members apart from dues was intro¬ 
duced as the “Individual Effort Drive”, 
and every member (those who were 
fortunate to be employed during the 
depression) pledged themselves to raise 
the sum of $600.00. Three hundred and 
fifty dollars were raised by their effort. 

A Ladies’ Auxiliary was formed in 
October 1932 and the ladies presented 
the Branch with its first colour, which 
is now deposited at St. Patrick’s Angli¬ 
can Church on Valour Road. The first 
Bronze Tablet in the form of a year book 
was published, and the presentation to 
the branch of a canvas painting, “A 
Field in Flanders,” by the late Comrade 
Jack Fitzgerald, M.B.E., (Charter and 
Life Member). The painting was his 
own creation and is still used as the 
background for all initiation ceremonies 
and special branch functions. Bill 
Hurlburt became inactive in the branch 
within a few years after vacating the 
chair and resigned due to other pressure 
on his time. He passed away on Jan¬ 
uary’ 3rd, 1960. The next issue of the 
B. T. will cover the period 1934-1936 
when Ernest Flexman was president.
